2. Citations and explanations: 

Qaims 1, 3-7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by BAILEY ct al. The Rho kinase inhibiting compounds 
descnbed in the abstract, its composition and method of use, are encompassed by the instant claims wherem Rl is ethyl, cyclopropyl. oi 
phenyl, X is O , S or NH, R2 is methyl or optionally substituted phenyl. \ 

Claim 2 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over BAILEY et aK The Rho kinase inhibiting compounds 
descnbed m the abstract with RN 607373-93-3 has an ethyl whereas tiie instant compound on page 122, lines 1 1-12 has a phenyl as Rl . 
Ethyl and phenyl, however, are optional choices for Rl (corresponding to R2 in BAILEY et al). One of ordinary skill in the art would be 
motivated to replace die etiiyl with the alternative phenyl to arrive at the instant invention. 

Claim 2 meet the criteria set out in FCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not specifically describe die compounds in the instant 
claim 2. 

Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus find industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can. 
be nmde or used m die pharmaceutical industry as a therapeutic agent for treating a disorder associated widi inappropriate Rho kinase
